REMARKS 

Claims 2-10 have been examined, and have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph. Also, the Examiner has indicated that claims 2-10 contain allowable subject matter. 

Preliminary Matters 

The Examiner has not indicated whether the drawings are acceptable. Accordingly, 
Applicant again requests the Examiner to indicate, in the next Office Action, whether the 
drawings are acceptable. 

Rejections under 35 U.S,C. § 112, second paragraph 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1-10 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as 
allegedly being indefinite. Since claim 1 was canceled, without prejudice or disclaimer in the 
May 26, 2004 Amendment, Applicant assumes the Examiner intended to indicate that claims 2- 
10 are rejected. 

In regard to claim 2, the Examiner is confused as to whether "a job" on line 8, pg. 4, and 
line 6, pg. 5 of the May 26, 2004 Amendment, is the same job set forth on lines 4 and 6 of claim 
2. The Examiner rejects claim 9 for similar reasons. Accordingly, Applicant has amended 
claims 2 and 9 in a manner believed to overcome the current rejections.
